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FIRE WALKING IN JAPAN 


It was iny good fortune to spend 
the summer of 1900 in Japan, “The 
land ot the rising sun,” and while 
there I witnessed a curious phenom-

€rs are answered to show the power of 
God.” They evidently believe it to 
be a miracle. 

Percival Lowell has written a 
book called “Occult Japan,” in 
which he telis about the fire walking. 
He saw it at the same temple we did 
in-Tokyo, but when he witnessed it no 
foreigners ventured through the fire, 
and he attributes the phenomena to 
the salt, which we know is an enemy 
to fire, and also to the tough sole of 
the Japanese. He had a good reason 
for the latter belief for some friends 
of his in Tokyo told us that after 
witnessing the fire-walking, he built 
up a fire in his back yard, and fixed it 
just as he had seen it done, of course, 
the prayers were left out, he walked 
through it and blistered his feet so 
badly that he was in bed for several 
days.
